: WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Executives 
of. leading railroads, appearing before 
the House Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee today, said that all the carriers 
in the ‘country were confronted by a 
serious. ‘financfal condition, because of 
the decision of the Controller of the 
- ‘Treasury to refuse payments on certifi- 
cates of amounts guaranteed to the rail- 
reads under the guarantee section of 
the. ‘Transportation act. All of the roads, 
it Was asgerted, were unable to pay bills 
long due for supplies, coal and other 
_Miecessities, while many of them ‘had 
@eased ‘payments of dividends. 

Nearly all of the roads have stopped 
improvements on equipment and other 
meeded improvements. The result of 
this, it was testified, was that centers 

engoged in the making of railroad equip- 
ment had suffered, and great idleness 
existed. 

The roads, notably‘ the Baltimore & 
‘Ohio and the Boston & Maine, their of- 

' ficlals’ testified, were unable to obtain 
further: lodns because their securities 
had been pledged to the Government, 
while the Government owed them enough 
mgney under the guarantee clause to 
meet all their obligations if” partial pay- 
were granted. 

; situation Was brought about by 
the ‘decision of the Controller of: the 
Treasury that the Transportation act 
did not permit partial payments by the 
Government after the six months’ guar- 
aritee period, in this decision he is -up- 
held by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
who joined; with members of the Inter- 
state Coriiiiérce Commission in support 
of a bill to authorize’ partial .payments. 

Hearings on such a2 bill today brought 
testimony from presidents of big rail- 
roads, which revealed the startling con- 
gitions prevailing in. railroad financing. 
One road, said A. P. Thom, counsel for 
the. Association of Railroad Executives, 

owed $23,000,000 for supplies and ma- 
térials and had not yet found a way 
to obtain any money to meet these ob- 
gations. If one may judge from the 
testimony. of Chairman Clark of the 
Interstate. Commerce Commission and a 
letter read from ‘Secretary Houston, 
there is every disposition to remedy this 
situation by the legislation suggested. 
It was Wrought out that ‘the Trans- 
portation .act made it very plain that 
after the: six ‘months’ period the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission could not 
make: partial certification, but must 
wait for a ‘final accounting. 

Leading members of the Interstate 
Commerce Committee said “today that 
there would be no opposition to the 
proposed amendment to the Transporta- 
tion act which would direct the Treas- 
ury to pay on the partial certification 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

Thomas De Witt Cuyler of Philadel- 
phia, Chairman of the Association of 
Railway Executives, in the course of his 
testimony said that the Southern Rail- 
‘way was contemplating a suit against 
-the Government for the recovery of 
$84,000,000 in damages suffered by its 
lines during wartime control. The 
damages, he declared, resulted from 
the failure of the Government to main- 
tain the roads and the fact that a fair 
price was not.paid for their use. 


Carriers’ Desperate Credit Situation. 


‘“*There .is no such ‘thing as a rich 
carrier in this country today,” testified 
Mr. Cuyler, ‘‘ bevause balances are held 
up to’ {he extent of millions of dollars; 
supplies from material men are unpaid 
for; most of the carriers have no means 
of securing further money; they have 
exhausted their borrowing powers on 
the securities such as they: would have 
gotten from their strong boxes; ex- 
hhausted their resources and find them- 
selves in a position where they cannot

THEY PLAN TO FORCE ISSUE 


Up-State Real Estate Men Op- 
pose Giving Committee 
Extension of Powers.

ALBANY, Jan. 14.—Samuel Unter- 
myer, chief counsel, and Senator Charles 
C. Lockwood of Kings County, Chair- 
man of the legislative committee in- 
vestigating the housing stringency in 
New York City, had an hour’s conference 
with Governor Miller in the ‘Executive 
Chamber today. They failed to receive 
any assurances from the Chief Ex- 
ecutive that he would lend his support 
to their request for a nevwy legislative 
grant of powers that would enable the 
Lockwood committee to inquire into the 
financial operations of insurance com- 
panies, .trust companies and savings 
banks for determining to what extent 
these may be, responsible for the existing 
shortage in dwellings. 

It is now regarded as certain that Mr. 
Untermyer, Senator Lockwood-and other 
advocates: of extended powers for the 
committee will launch a determined ana 
probably spectacular campaign to force 
adoption by the Legislature of a. reso- 
lution introduced by the Senator on the 
opening day. of the session in which are 
embodied clauses providing the new 
powers being sought. 

The résolution, besides giving the com- 
mittee power to investigate the opera- 
tions of insurance companies and banks, 
would, if adopted, empower it to in- 
quire into the reasonableness of rents 
charged in office buildings and high- 
class apartment houses in New York 
City. 

It would also authorize the committee 
to grant immunity from prosecution ana 
thus induce potential witnesses to tell 
what they know without fear of reprisal. 

Mr. Untermyer, after his conference 
with Governor Miller, hurried from the 
Executive Chamber to catch a train for 
New York, telling. waiting newspaper 
men that he had no statement to make. 
Senator Lockwood announced that ais 
resolution, which is being held in the 
Senate Finance Committee, would be 
introduced in the Assembly on Monday 
night_and that after its introduction in 
the lower house a formal demand would 
be made for a public hearing to be held 
before the joint Senate Finance and 
Assembly Ways and Means Committees.

Advocages of the Lockwood resolution 
believe that this will force out into the 
open the opposition which t have 
every reason to believe is being¥prought 
to bear at present through underground 
channels. They are determined to turn 
a deaf ear to-every offer from the legis- 
lative leaders for a compromise that 
would involve serious curtailment of 
the powers demanded by the committee. 
A public hearing, they believe, will

LONDON, Jan. 15.—-\. momentous . de- 
cision determining the future of the 
British Navy may be looked for shortly. 
The subcommittee of the Council of Im- 
perial Defense, which was appoirted in 
December last to investigate the ques- 
tion of naval strength as affected by 
the latest developments of naval war- 
fare, has examined numerous expert 
witnesses, and there is reason to be- 
lieves, says The Daily Ohronicle's. Parlia- 
mentary correspondent, that the sub- 
committee will decide against a con- 
tinuation of the ‘‘ big ship’’ policy. 

The preponderating effect of the evi- 
dence given before the subcommittee is 
understood to point to this conclusion 
in a definite and practical way. 

The subcommittee consists of Bonar 
Law, Walter Long, Winston Churchill, 
Sir Robert Horne, Sir Eric Geddes and 
Earl Beatty.

The Arguments ‘Against the Big Ship. 


The evidence given before the sub- 
committee, according to The Chronicle's 
Parliamentary correspondent, brought 
out the following arguments against a 
continuation of the big ship policy: 

First—A continuation and extension of 
the big ship program would involve the 
country in a naval expenditure which 
would be absolutely crushing and would 
render any serious effort to reduce the 
war debt, impossible of achievement. 

Second—The cost of the capital ship 
would not only swell from £3,000,000 to 
£9, 000000, but the cost would. not stop 
there. Every such ship would require a 
flotilla of cruisers and destroyers, to say 
nothing of aircraft, to protect her from 
attack by submersibles. Instead of 
£9 000,000, the cost of each naval unit 
would probably be increased in this 
way to £14,000,000 or £15,000,000. 

Third—There is neither dock nor har- 
bor accommodation sufficient. In only 
a few ports could such leviathans as 
are proposed find a safe ‘anchorage, to 
say nothing of being berthed. An im- 
mediate result of a ‘pig ship program 
on a new scale would be an immense 
expenditure on docks and harbors.

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300,000 Lost Jobs in This State in 1920; 
Unemployment Growing, Says Labor Board 





ALBANY, Jan. 14. -— Approximately 
r300,000 persons in New York State in- 
dustries lost thelr jobs between March 
and Décember, 1920, and factory em- 
ployment reductions are steadily assunft 
ing larger proportions according to an 
analysis of employment by the State In- 
dustrial Commission. 

Practically every branch of industry 
shows depression, the commission states 
after a study of 1,600 manufacturers’ 
reports. Factory employment in De- 
cember, 1920, was considerably lower 
than in the same month of previous 
years, with the exception of 1914. The 
volume of employment in that month, 
compared with the same ‘month of pre- 
ceding years, was 18 per cent. less than 
in 1919; 16 per cent. less than in 1918; 
18 per cent. less than in 1917; 18 per 
cent. less than in 1916 and 7 per cent. 


less than in 1915. 

The extent to which the present de- 
pression in business has affected manu- 
facturing activity is shown by the fact 
that from November to December de- 
creases in employment appear in every 
branch of manufacturing with the ex- 
eeption of three minor industries.

SENATE VOTES CUT 
IN ARMY TO £50,000 


Disregards, 34 to 28, Advice of 
Pershing,. Baker and Its 
Own Committee. 


HOPES: TO SAVE-$75,000,000 


Drastic Action, It Is Said, Will 
Cripple Force and Move for Re- 
consideration Will Be Made.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Disregard- 
ing the advice of General Pershing, 
Secretary of War Baker and Senator 
Wadsworth, Chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs, as well 
as other’ members of that committee, 
the Senate, late this afternoon, by a 
vote of 34 to 28, adopted a provision re- 
ducing the regular army to an enlisted 
strength not to exceed 150,000 men. Tes- 
tifying in executive session before the 
Committee on Military Affairs, General 
Pershing had urged that whatever Con- 
gress saw fit t6 do to the army it should 
not: reducé itd salatn strength to less 
than 200,000. 

Secretary Baker mopar General 
Pershing and pointed out that, while he 
agreed with his views, he desired em- 
phatically to protest against any reduc- 
tion that would reduce the regular es- 
tablishment to an enlisted strength of 
less ‘than 175,000, which was the maxi- 
mum total recommended by the commit- 
tee. Personally, he favored the higher 
figure. 

Party lines were cast aside. Twenty- 
four Republicans and ten Democrats 
voted to reduce the army to 150,000 men, 
while nine Democrats and nineteen Re- 
publicans voted for an army of 175,000 
men. Senator Wadsworth and New, 
the latter the author of the original 
resolution, said they wished it made 
plain in the record that in their opinion 
the Senate had made a grave mistake 
in taking such drastic action. Senator 
Wadsworth called the attention of the 
Senate to the fact that by its action it 
has directed that/ the. Chemica. Warfare 
Service be reduced to less than 700 men, 
that it has reduced by a third the en- 
listed strength of the Air Force, already 
the smallest air service of any of the 
great powers; that the cavalry now 
guarding the long Mexican border line 
will be cut in half, while all other ser- 
vices will be reduced to less than 54 per 
cent. of their authorized strength. 


“Author ef Amendment Absent. 


The author of ‘the amendment which 
reduced the army to 150,000 was Senator 
Lenroot, Republican, of Wisccnsin, who 
was not in the Senate when the vote 
which carried the resolution was polled. 

By reducing the army to 150,000 men, 
the supporters of that proposition argue, 
they have saved the Government ap- 
proximately $75,000,000—that is, providéd 
the resolution passes the House and is 
signed by the President, Senator Wads- 
worth said that by reducing the army 
to 175,000 men the amount saved would 
total about $50,000,000. 

Senator Phelan of California an- 
nounced that he would move tomorrow 
to reconsider, and that in doing so he 
would outline the views of General Per- 
shing, as expressed today to the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs. 


Pershing Urges World Situation.

NAVAL INQUIRY TO BE HELD 


Admiral Will Go to Viadivostock 
With Board Investigating 
Langdon’s Death. 


MANILA, P. I., Jan. 14.—Japan has 
agreed to an indemnity as a result of 
the killing of Lieutenant Warren H. 
Langdon of the U. S. 8. Albany in 
Viadivostok by a Japanese sentry, it is 
understood here. The matter. is before 
the Foreign Office at Tokio.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—It is not be- 
lieved here that the American Govern- 
ment’s protest to the Japanese Govern- 
ment over the killing of Lieutenant War- 
ren H. Langdon, engineer officer of 
the American cruiser Albany, by @ Japa- 
nese sentry at Vladivostok will develop 
into any serious incident between the 
two nations. Officials of the State De- 
partment are confident that the Japa- 
nese Government will do everything 
within its power to make the usual 
amends for the mistake of the sentry, 
and also all that is necessary to prevent 
a repetition of the killing of an Amer- 
ican. , 

Already reports to the Navy and State 
Departments give convincing evidence 
that the Japanese Government, as well 
as its high officials, both at Tokio and 
Vladivostok, deeply regret the incident. 
Through Baron Kijuro Shidehara, ‘the 
Japanese Ambassador at Washington, 
the Japanese Government has expressed 
its official regret and condolence. This 
Government has accepted in the utmost 
good faith all the expressions of regret 
made by the Japanese officials, includ- 
ing the note handed to Acting Secretary 
Davis by Ambassador Shidehara yester- 
day, in which the Ambassador, under 
instructions from his Government, de- 
clared Japan's regret and conveyed its 
condolences. 

The note of protest to Tokio last night 
was sent in the most friendly spirit, but 
was considered necessary by way of.as- 
sertion of American rights, without any 
idea of giving offense to Japan. The 
note asserted the belief of the Wash- 
ington Government’ that the Japanese 
Government will look upon the cag@ just 
as the American Government does. The 
representations. emphasize the serious- 
ness of the incident as revealed by all 
the known facts and officials’ reports 
and declares that the American Govern- 
ment feels confident that the Japanese 
Government will take all the — 
steps to rectify the injury. inflicted and 
prevent a recurrence. The note is also 
understood to have implied that the 
United States regards as unjustifiable 
the stopping of Lieutenant Langdon by 
Japanese soldiers in Siberia, pointing 
out that the Lieutenant, when he was 
shot, was on his way to his ship and 
was following the route he did because 
he was obliged to do so in order to reach 
the cruiser Albany. 

It is believed that the note also ratsea 
the general question as to the right of 
Japanese troops to interfere with Ameri- 
cans going about their proper business 
in Siberia. 

The State Department has taken care 
in the wording of the note not to say 
anything calculated to create baa 
feelings. 

It is believed that an immediate ré- 
ply will be sent by. the Tokio Govern- 
meht to the State Department’s repre- 
sentations.

CITY GUARD IS INCREASED 


More Sentries Stationed at Public 
Buildings, Churches and Homes to 
Watch for Bomb Plotters. 


With the police on guard throughout 
the city against a possible anarchist 
plot, a warning that the Custom House 
would be blown up at midnight was re- 
ceived by telephone early last evening, 
and additional precautions were taken 
to guard the building. 

The warning was received by James 
Pryor, a cleaner, shortly after 7 o’clock. 
Pryor; who was in the corridors, heard a 
telephone ringing in the offices occupied 
by William J. Flynn, Director of the 
Bureau of Investigation of the Depart- 
ment of Justice. As it continued to ring 
persisténtly, he answered it, and an ex- 
cited voice asked for a particular agent. 

When informed that all the employes 
of the office had gone, the ‘voice, show- 
ing indications of increased excitement, 
declared that there was a plot to blow up 
the Custom House at midnight and asked 


‘| that this agent be notified immediately. 
The cleaner at once notified John Con- | 


nors, superintendent of the building, 
who called up Police Headquarters. 
Detectives Joseph Dardis and Carmine 
Festa of the Italian squad were sent 
from Police Headquarters to the Cus- 
tom House, where they were joined by 
Detectives, Stephen Humphrey and Mich- 
ael Londregan of the Beach Street Sta- 
tion and a dozen reserves, in com- 
mand of Sergeant O’Shaughnessy, from 
the Old Slip Station. Thirty Federal se- 
eret service agents, under Captain Peter 
Rubins, also were soon on ‘the scene. 
The policeman already on guard at the 
Custom House was asked if he had no- 
ticed anything suspicious. He replied 
in the negative, and the detectives and 
policemen then searched the building 
without finding any evidence of a bomb 
or any. person in the building who had 
no business there. : 


Guard Thrown Around Building 


The police then formed a guard around 
the building and questionefi all who 
approached it. 

A threat to blow uf the Custom House 
was received a few days after the Wall 
Street explosion last September. 
strict guard was kept for several days, 


about an explosion. 

The special guard placed Thursday 
night on public buildings, large indus 
trial plants and the homes of officials 
and prominent citizens was maintained 
last night, and, according to information 
given out at the office of Chief Inspec- 
tor William J. Lahey, will be continued 

Jefinitely. + 

A more tiorough guard seemed to be 
kept by the police than on the preceding 
night, indicating that the police offi- 
cials did not believe that the danger, of 
which they had apparently been warned, 
had passed: In the downtown section 
uniformed policemen guarded J. P. 
Morgan & Co.’s building, the United 
States. Subtreasury and Assay Office, 
the Barge Office, the New York Stock 
Exchange, the New York Produce Ex- 
change, the Standard Oil Building at 26 
Broadway, Trinity Church, St. Paul's 
Church, the Park Row Building, where 
the local officers of the Department of 
Justice are located; the Criminal Coért 
Building, the Federal Building, City 
Hall, the Woolworth Building, St. Pe- 
ter’s Church and St. Alphonsus’s Church. 

A strict guard was kept on churches, 
public buildings and homes in Fifth Ave- 
nue.. Three hundred recruit policemen 
in civilian clothes were sent from the 
recruit school at Police Headquarters to 
assist detectives in the search for anar- 
chists. The recruits were divided among 
the different inspection districts. . 

In addition, ten detectives, transferred 
temporariJy from Brooklyn, formed a 
flying squadron, with a roving commis- 
sion to look out for suspicious persons 
from Brooklyn Bridge to the Battery. 

Chief Flynn of the Intelligence Service 
of the Department of Justice, and 
George F. Lamb, Divisional Superinten- 
dent in charge of the New York office, 
both denied that the Federal authorities 
were co-operating or that the unusual 
precautions against a supposed bomb 
plot on the part of the police were taken 
at their request. 


Bomb Squad Active. 


Detectives of the bomb squad, in com- 
mand of Sergeant James J. Gegan, re- 
ceived instructions yesterday to keep up 
their vigilance and to watch all known 
anarchists and \other extreme radicals, 
It was learned at Police Headquarters 
that the precautions included a watch 
on all known gathering places of -radi- 
eals and that the radical newspapers of 
the city were also being watched. 

The most definite information concern- 
ing the reason for the police precau- 
tions was obtained from Deputy Com- 
missioner John A. Leach, who said that 
a great deal of radical literature had 
come into the possession of the police 
recently. ‘':-These people say they-want 
to. overthrow the ‘Government and do 
public harm,’’ said Mr. Leac ** They 
threaten the lives of. public officials and 
cry ‘ Down with capitalism.’ 

“ We have been’ receiving this sort of 
threatening literature since the first of 
the year. Patrolmen on various posts 
have been instructed to be on the look- 
out for any suspicious persons loitering } an 
around bridges and the homes -of public 
officials.’’

ALBANY, Jan. 14.— Heeding. the 
plea of Herbert Hoover that America 
aid in saving 3,500,000 starving chil- 
dren. in Europe, Governor Miller to- 
day issued a proclamation setting 
aside Jan. 19 as a day for self-denial 
and urging citizens to contribute to 
the fund being ‘raised by the Euro- 
pean Relief Council. . 

The Governor declared that the 
consciousness of the people of the 
State “in common With all -civiliza- 
tion is shocked ‘by the’ plight of 
3,500,000 helpless children in Eastern 
and Central Europe, who, ‘through no 
fault of their own, remain this Win- 
ter a charge upon the kindness of the 
world.”’ 

The Governor urges‘ all- communi-_ 
ties, institutions and persons ‘‘ to 
tender their moral and financial sup- 
port-.without stint to the task af 
assuring the war-waif children food 
and medical attention until the next’ 
harvest.’’ 

Mr. Hoover, who is directing the 
drive for funds, is expected in Al- 
bany on Jan. 24. tre will be enter- 
tained by Governor Miner.

URGES RULE OF NIGHT STICK 


Audience Gets Impression Dry 
Law Is Enforced on Basis 
of ‘‘ Qutward Order.” 


Police Commissioner Enright last night 
told the Kings County Grand Jurors’ 
Association that he transferred “aptain 
** Honest Dan’’ Costigan from command 
of the vice squad because he had been 
“‘insubordinate and disloyal.” He said 
that for the first ten months of the En- 
right administration Costigan was in 
charge_of the vice squad, but that he 
was transferred ‘‘ after being tricd and 
found wanting, anda better nan, In- 
spector McDonald,”’ put in his piace, 

He also said that the Police Depart- 
ment was enforcing the Volstead act 
along the lines laid down by the late 
Mayor Gaynor, and that ‘the police 
force had been more effective in en- 
forcing the prohibition law than the 
Federal agents.” - His audience took 
this to mean‘on the basis of the famous 
‘‘ outward order and decency.”’ 

The Police Commissioner’s charge of 
the inefficiency of Captain Costigan as 
head of the vice squad came after he 
had delivered what he referred to ‘’ as 
an account of my stewardship of the 
Police Department,’’ and announced that 
he was ready to answer questions about 
his administration. 

“Why did you transfer Captain Costi- 
gan from the head of the vice squad, 
and what was behind that transfer?”’ 
asked one of the members. 


Ready to Answer Questions. 


‘‘That is a fair question,’’ responded 
Commissioner Enright, “and I am 
pleased to be able to answer it. But I 
shall have to read again a. portion of 
my address to which I fear you did not 
pay much attention.” 

Commissioner Enright then turned to 
the manuscript from which he had read 
his address and continued: 

‘In the administration of a great de- 
partment like this, there must.eternally 
be changes in the personnel and in the 
men who are holding the. positions of 
importance. Some of the mést promising 
men are tried and found wanting and 
they must give way to other men who 
can and will perform the quality of 
service that i8 required. Every adminis- 
tration has made changes because, I bé- 
lieve, they have -found it absolutely 
necessary to do so. Men have their 
likes and their dislikes, and become so 
strongly attached to oné administration 
that they are, in some cases, actually 
insubordinate, and disloyal to the ‘suc- 
ceeding administration. Some have én- 
joyed reputations wholly out of propor- 
tion to. their achievements. 

‘‘I have always been willing to give 
them a chance and I have always given 
them more than a fair chance and more 
consideration than they have réceived 
from other Police Commissioners. 1 
have tolerated the disloyalty and inef- 
ficiency of sore of them far beyond 
the limits of reasonable toleration. The 
men I have selected were not my friends 
but the men that. .I.thought could and 
would render efficient service to the ad- 
ministration and the people of this city. 
Looking "back at all of it now, I have 
no single regret. I have treated them: 
all fairly and squarely, while many of 
them have treated me to the contrary, 
and while I am willing to forget their 
disloyalty and the damage they have 
tried to do the administration, I. have 
no, apology to make to anybody for any 
changes I have made. _ 

Tells of Vice Conditions.

PRISON FOR WAR HERO. 


D. S. C. Fails to Save Captain Mor- 
gan, Who Passed Fraudulent Check,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Deeds of 
valor performed by Captain Charles J. 
Morgan in wartime, which earned him 
a Distinguished Service Cross, did not 
prévent Justice Ashley M. Gould of 
Criminal Court No. 1 from sending him 
to the penitentiary for two and one-half 
years on a charge of obtaining money 

under false pretenses. 

Captain Morgan pleaded guilty to 
passing a fraudulent check for $450 on 
Captain Walter B. Howe, a former As- 
sistant District Attorney, on Sept. 18, 
1919.

», mature and quality of his act when he 
‘obtained the money from Captain Howe. 
The court interrupted him and reminded 
him that his ‘' gassed "’ condition did 





not prevent him from seeking and ob- 
taining employment as a civil engineer 
in Alaska at a high salary. 

Morgan was brought to Washington 
Sept. 10 last, after a chase of 5,000 miles 
by deputy marshals, who found nim at 
Menana, Alaska. The trip cost the 
Government almost a dollar a mile. 

Assistant District Attorney Paul B.

Morgan’s war record, and related an 
“{ncident in which Morgan, although 
shot through one arm, continued to use 
his automatic with deadly effect on the 
advancing Germans.

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FRAUDS DISCLOSED 


Further Arrests Show How Re- 
publicans and Socialists 
Were Robbed of Votes. 


CROSS MARKS’ ALTERED 


Slowness in Apprehending Men Due 
to Use of False Names by 
Election Officials. 


Further arrests on indictments’ found 
weeks ago for frauds by Tammany 
leadérs and their appgintees\ indicated 
yesterday that extensive destruction and 
changes in ballots had. taken place 
in several precincts against Governor 
Miller and against.Socialist candidates. 

The slowness in arresting several of 
the indicted men,, who are said to num- 
ber twenty-nine, was discovered yester- 
day to be due to an apparent con- 
splracy on the part of guilty election 
officials to escape detection and pun- 
ishment by. serving. under assumed 
hames. 

One of the indicted men is Patrick J. 
Harden, a process’ server in the office 
of District Attorney Swann and Tam- 
many District’ Captain in the Fourth 
Assembly District. A separate indict- 
ment was returned against him and two 
men not yet arrested, charging them 
with ‘‘ making, tearing and defacing 
ballots.’’ Three others are said to have 
been indicted and-not yet arrested in 
the Fourth District, because detectives 
have fqund that the names and ad- 
dresses of the indicted men are ficti- 
tious. ; 

In this district it was found that 150 
votes cast in favor of Teresa Malkiel, 
Soctalist, were counted in favor of her 
Fusion opponent, Samuel Dickstein, in- 
creasing his plurality by 300. This 
change alone would not be sufficient to 
change the result. The vote as counted 
stood: Dickstein, 6,574; Malkiel, 4,228. 

One of the witnesses called before the 
Grand Jury to tell what happened ir 
this district was Johns Nevins Sayre, a 
brother of Francis C. Sayre, son-in-law 
o? President Wilson. . 

Four election officials were indicted 
for frauds in the Seventeenth Election 
District of the Second Assembly District 
—Austin MacSweeney, Amos Schwarbeil, 
Jacob Rubenfield and Charles Casson- 
elli. They certified, according to the in- 
dictment, that Smith received 571 votes 


and that Miller only received 5.. The 
true count, it is alleged, would show 
that Smith received 476 votes and Miller

DOCTOR’SSENTENCEUPHELD 


Julius Hammer Must Serve Term for 
Illegal Operation. 


The conviction of Dr. Julius Hammer 
for m&nslaugihter in performing an ille- 
gal operation, causing the death of Mrs. 
Marie Oganesoff in June, 1919, was 
unanimously upheld by the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court yester- 
day, although many physicians had ap- 
pealed for leniency in behalf of Dr. 
Hammer. Ex-Justice Scott of the Ap- 
pellate Division, his counsel, contended 


that the operation was necessary to save 
the life of Mrs. Oganesoff. 

Justice Samuel Greenbaum, writing 
the opinion, said that when another phy- 
sician found that the woman had peri- 
tonitis, Dr. Hammer still insisted that 
she had influenza and sore throat. Jus- 
tice Greenbaum held that Dr. Hammer 
had had-e fair trial. He was sentenced 
to from three and a half to fifteen years 
by County Judge Gibbs in the Bronx.

The murderer’s companion stepped 
behind the counter, opened the till and 
thrust the money into his pockets, They 
walked to the door and disappeared.

She collapsed, and when she recovered 
locked herself in a bedroom and at- 
tempted to commit suicide.

DEFEND: GRAIN SPECULATION 


Chicago Board of Trade Representa- 
tives and Cornell Professor Heard. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Existence of 
future markets for speculation is a ne- 


cessity in the grain trade, the House 
Agricultural Committee was told today 
by representatives of the Chicago Board 
of Trade, who appeared in opposition to 
legislation proposing regulation of the 
exchanges. ; 

“ Exchanges cannot function without 
speculation,’’ declared Joseph P. Grif- 
fin, President of the Chicago Board of 
Trade, ‘' All commodity prices inevita- 
bly fluctuate unless monopolized.”’ ; 

 Hedging,’”’ he declared, helped the 
‘public by narrowing the dealer’s protit, 
hus increasing the price paid to the 
producer and decreasing the cost to the 
consimer. 

Prices for wheat are fixed by the laws 
of supp!y and demand, James EB. Boyle, 
Professor of Agricultural Economics at 








-Cornell University, testiffed. Prices for 


grain on the Chicago Board of Trade in 
a general way ‘‘ reflect the supply and 
demand factors and meet the correct 
market test,’” he said, adding that both 
factors vary from day to day and ac- 
count for market fluctuations. 

The volume of future trading in Chi- 
cago Professor Boyle estimated at four 
times the actual grain production, on 
which, he said, was collected a ‘‘ toll’’ 
of only % cent a bushel, which paid for 
the ‘‘ insurance.”’ ithout future trade 
he estimated it would cost at least 5 
cents a. bushel to handle the grain of 
the country. 

Preachers, lawyers, doctors, farmers 
and other rnen of moderate means con- 
stitute a large percentage of the specu- 
lators, Professor Boyle said, adding that 
their elimination would be a ‘‘calamity”’ 
to .the country. ; 

The ‘‘ wide margin’’ between the 
wholesale and retail prices of beef was 
declared by C. A. Canby of the Chicago 
Board of Trade to be ‘‘ detrimental ’’ to 
the cattle industry, and, he said, must 
be remedied to put the: business on a 
safe ‘‘economic’’ basis. 


WILLIS TAKES SENATE SEAT. 


Addition of Gooding Today Wilt Give 
Republicans 4 Majority. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Ex-Goveror 
Frank B. Willis of Ohio took his seat in 
the Senate. today as the successor of 
President-elect Harding, who resigned 
for the remainder of his term, expiring 
March 4. Another new Republican Sen- 
ator, ex-Governor Gooding of Idaho, will 
take the oath tomorrow to fill the unex- 
pirea term of Senator Nugent, Democrat, 
of Idaho, who resigned after appoint- 
ment to the Federal Trade Commission. 
Both Senators Willis and Gooding have 
heen élected for six-year terms after 
March 4. Their immediate service will 
increase the Republican majority in the 
Senate from two to four. : 

Senator Willis was greeted warmly 
today by both Republicans and Demo- 
crats. When he was sworn in it became 
known that Warren G. Harding had not 
been -@-member of the Senate since last 
Saturday, but his name has been called 
on every rol]l call since that date. 

Mr. arding’s desk in the chamber 
was situated advantageously and there 
were several applications for it. Sen- 
ator New obtained it.

ing the sugar to England. 

In declining the offer the commission

In the face of Lenin’s dictum: ‘‘Whoso 
accepts not the Third Communist Inter- 
nationale without reservation, let him 
be anathema,’’ the Italian Socialist 
Party is now threatened with final dis- 
ruption into two, or ssibly three, big 
warring sects. Since last Autumn’s mo- 
mentous. agitation for workers’ control

PARIS SEES NEWEST 
‘FUTURIST’ DANCES 


‘The Aviator ’-and ‘The Shrap- 
nel’ Saggested to Replace the 
Fox Trot and Shimmy.

PARIS, Jan. 14.—The fox trot and 
shimmy may be all right for American 
and English girls, but they are not good 
for their French sisters. Such, at least, 
is the opinion of Mgr. Chapon, Arch- 


bishop of Nice. In a local paper of his 
diocese he has launched a_ protest 
against the American dances and thus 
he explains his reason: 
‘“*In these matters we have got to take 
account of differences in latitude and 
character, and we must accept: with 
prudence these’ importations from 
America. Our young French girls are 
hotter-headed than those Anglo-Saxons 
whom several generations of sport have 
rendered less susceptive.’’ 
fle the Archbishop is denouncing 
the old dances something entirely new 
is being launched in Paris. tI is the 
project of Signor Marrinetti, tlalian fu- 
turist poet, playwright and propagan- 
dist. This afternoon he explained the 
plans, with filustrations, before an audi- 
ence of artistic and social Paris. Even 
more bitterly than Archbishop Chapon 
he abused the fox trot and the shimmy 
as inartistic, vulgar and offensive to all 
the laws of art and morality. They be- 
long, in his opinion, to the vulgar past 
which futurism will abolish. 
The dances-he advocated, however. 
will scarcely take their plave in the ball- 
room, The first was the Danc of the 
Aviator. This is the way he described 
it: The dancer will appear on a great 
carpet, roughly colored to represent a 
map of the countryside, with trees, 
fields, rivers and mountains. She will 
wear gauze wings, which she will keep 
in a perpetual state of palpitation. On 
her chest she will wear a celluloid pro- 
peller and her head. will be covered 
with a hood representing the nose of a 
monoplane. The dance has six move- 
ments. To begin, the lancer lies face 
down on the floor, representing an air- 
plane trying to take off. With a bound 
the dancer at last rises to her feet and 
starts ‘‘flying.’' At this int what 
ordinary . peoplé call the futurist ab- 
surdities begin. After floating aroun 
the stage for a minute the dancer shows 
her whereabouts by displaying a card 
with the words ‘‘ three hundred yards 
val After a few more revolut the 
sign is displayed, ‘‘ five hundred yards 
above a mountain.”’ ° 
Marinetti has other dances: of a sim- 
jlar sort, mostly taking their origin in 
war emotions. One e dance of 
shrapnel, in which the dancer lights a 
cigarette to mark the explosion of a 
shell while voices ‘‘off’’ sing a son 
beginning ‘‘ Commandant of the Six! 
Alpin has reopened the bombardment.’’ 
It should be added that during the 
war Marinetti was himself the com- 
mandant of the Sixth Alpini.

DUBLIN, Jan. 14.—During curfew 
hours this morning a well-known bar- 
tister and former journalist, William 
McGrath, K. C., was murdered at his 
home. The motive appears to have been 
a personal grievance, for Mr.. McGrath 
had. not been identified with political 
activities since he engaged in the Home 
Rule campaign of 1914. ° 

Between 1 and 2 o’clock he and his 
wife and daughter were awakened by 
loud knocking at the door. Mrs. Mc- 
Grath tried to dissuade her husband 
from answering the knocks, but he 
jumped out of bed and had reached the 
first landing on the stairs and switched 
on the electric light when the door was 
burst open. Four shots’rang out and 
Mr. McGrath collapsed with wounds in 
the chest, stomach and thigh. He was 
removed to a hospital, where he died.’ 

His wife was following him when he 
was shot, but had not reached the head 
of the stairs. Mr. McGrath was an 
Acting County Court Judge, in active 
law practice at the Four Courts, and was 
Chairman of the committee deciding un- 
employment grants to ex-soldiers.

CORK, Jan. 14.—The authorities attach 
great importance to the result of the 
raid on the alleged chief arsenal of the 
Cork First Brigade of the Republican 
army, of which the late Terence Mac- 
Swiney, Lord Mayor of Cork, was the 
commandant, according tothe Govern- 
ment officials. 

{A Dublin dispatch on Thursday said 
that a woman crossing a field just out- 
side Cork attracted the attention of the 
military and that an_ investigation 
showed she had dropped a Lewis ma- 
chine n. It was added that a search 
of the field revealed dugouts, which con- 
tained rifles and revolvers, a quantity 
of ammunition and other explosives, in 
addition to military equipment and cer- 
tain papers]. 

The police and military, who are still 
searching the place, are said to have 
unearthed an extraordinary-collection of 
war materials, including Lewis guns and 
ammunition for them, rifles, revolvers, 
bombs, and Irish Republican army uni- 
forms, gelignite, guncotton, megaphonéfs, 
periscopes, gas masks and mail bags 
which had been missing as a result of 
raids, and also a large quantity of corre- 
eng which it is anticipated will 
throw light on recent ambuscades and 
kidnappings.

AT ASSESSING FOR MEN 


Pittsburgh Owners Refuse to 
Carry Out ‘Check-Off’ Agree- 
ment—Miners Getting Fund.

PITTSBURGH, Jan. 14.—Possibility of 
a nation-wide coal strike {n the bitu- 
minous and anthracite fields, calling out 
533,000 men, Joomed up today when it 
became known that the Pittsburgh Coal 
Producers Association, an organization 
of the bitumingus operators in Western 
Pennsylvania, had notified Dist. No. 5, 
United Mine Workers or America, that 
{t refused to apply the ‘' check-off’”’ 
and deduct from miners’ wages the $1 
a month assessment ordered levied for 
the support of mine workers and their 
families in the fields of Mingo County, 
West Virginia and Alabama. This 
the first time in the history of joint 
negotiations between mine workers and 
operators, where the ‘' check-off’’ has 
been established, that operators have 
refused to make the collection. 

As this collection is part of the con- 
itract between operators and mine work- 
ers in this district, refusal to make it 
is declared by the miners a distinct vio- 
lation of the agreement and, unless ad- 
jusfed, it may cause a strike of the 

4000 workers in the district. 

This is the biggest bituminous district 
in the country, and there are signs that 
the movement here may be a ‘“test,’’ 
with which operators generally are in 
sympathy, to resist the plan of the 
miners’ union to assess its members for 
a million-dollar fund through the 
‘“‘check-off’’ to fight the nonunion op- 
erators In West Virginia and Alabama. 
The ‘ check-off’’ is in operation large- 
ly in the anthracite field and in other 
bitumineus States where the miners are 
organized. -

Mother of War Heroine Finds Her

rs. Patterson, wearer of the Croix 
de Guerre, given her for bravery under 
fire in France, died suddenly after an 
operation for appendicitis. Her mother, 
on learning of her daughter’s illness, 
caught the Twentieth Century Limited in 
Chicago, but reached New York too late 
to see her child before she died. 

Mrs. Ryerson iost her husband in the 
Titanic disaster and was one of those 
rescued from the sinking liner. At the 
outbreak of the war Suzette Ryerson 
went to the University of Chicago for 
study and in 1916 went to France as a 
bacteriologist ‘at a field hospital. When 
the German drive for Paris began in 
1918 she was under fire for weeks. 

When evacuation of the hospital be- 
came necessary she worked unceasingly 
in removing the wounded. In Paris she 
met Lieutenant Patterson, just gradu- 
ated from the school for officers at 
Fontainbleau and himself a wearer of 
the Croix de Guerre. Before their leaves 
of absence had ended they were married.

REPORTS ON WAR DISABLED. 


Treasury Official Says 40 Per Cent. 
of Them Are Mentally Deranged. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Nearly 40 
per cent. of the discharged disabled vet- 
erans of the World War are suffering 
from some form of mental derangement, 
according to estimates made on _ the 
basis of Public Health Service reports 
by Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
La Porte, who, in commenting upon the 
situation tonight said Government hos- 
pital facilities for the treatment of these 
men were ‘‘ the scantiest.’’ { 

Proper treatment for these patients 
‘must come quickly, Mr. La Porte said, 
or they will in many cases become con- 
firmed in their disorders. Every effort 
is being. made by the Treasury to meet 
the situation, he added, but it is handi- 
capped by lack of facilities, and the 
scarcity of doctors trained in mental 
diseases. 

Patients of*all classes in the Public 
Health Service hospitals are increasing, 
Mr. La Porte said, at the rate of 1,000 
a month. On Sept. 10, 1919, he said 
there were approximately 5,250 patients 
in the care of the service, while on Jan. 
1, of this year the number had increased 
to 22,292. It is expected, he asserted, 
that before the peak is reached the 
number of patients requiring hospital 
care will approximate from 30,000 to 
35,000. It is not wre, En he added, that 
the peak will be reached for ten years. 

Of the patients in hospitals on Jan. 
1, Mr. La Porte said, 19,019 were war 
risk insurance patients, of whom 7,586 
were, suffering from tuberculosis, 5,743 
were general medical and surgical pa- 
tients, and 5,690 were suffering from 
mental disorders. 


NEW STRIKE IN VIENNA. 


3,000 Police Watch Postal, Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Employes. 


VIENNA, Jan. 14.-The postal, tele- 
phone and telegraph employes struck 
today, and 3,000 police were sent out to 
_preserve order during street demonstra- 
tions incidental to the reconvéning of 
Parliament.

of paying dividends. .The Pennsylvania 
Railroad, for instance, has actually 
earned its dividends, but has no cash 
with which to pay: them, and it cannot 
go to the Government and get cash; i 
has exhausted practically all of its re- 
scurces and cannot go to the banks and 
borrow money from them.’’ 

Representative Barkley of Kentucky 
asked : . 

‘*What amount of the railroads, 
would you say, are unable to pay their

‘“*T know of one road where there is

And yet the country has not expended 
enough money to keep its pledges to the 
liberated regions, whose reconstruction 
is hampered by lack of funds, to the 
common danger of peace, our financial 
recovery and the economic restoration 
of Europe.”’ 

The press and public opinion are 
unanimous in indorsing the views of 
MM. Bourgeois and Dumont. The na- 
tion is at last fully alive to the fact 
that France is being strangled by the 
crushing burden of 20,000,000,000 francs 
per annum which is being spent on 
reparations and ‘pensions—a sum which 
is wholly’ uncovered by revenue. Ths 
total amount thus spent since the ar- 
mistice is nearer forty than thirty bil- 
lions. The Treaty of Versailles enjoins 
that all pensions and reparations are to 
be paid for by Germany, but hitherto 
little has been accomplished in that 
director save diplomatic wrangling. 

Two days ago the conservative Nation- 
alist majority in the Chamber of Dep- 
uties voted ‘the downfall of the Leygues 
Cabinet exactly a week before the date 
fixed for the inter-alljed. conference be- 
cause they believed the Premier had not 
been taking or was likely to take proper 
steps to enforce payment from Germany. 

On Jan. 8 one of the Nationalist lead- 
ers, M. Bonnevay, declared in a speech 
at Lyons that his party was ready to 
assume the responsibilities of power. 
The following day came the Senatorial 
elections, which seemed to indicate that 
the country was swinging away from 
the Nationalists, who had won a notable 
victory in the elections to the Chamber 
of Deputies in November, 1919, back to 
the Left Centre—that is, the advanced 
Liberal elements, who were more inclined 
oe course Leygues had been pur- 
suing. 

The Senatorial elections sealed the fate 
of the Leygues Ministry, for the Nation- 
alists realized that unless they acted 
promptly the support of the country 
would slip away from them. They in- 
tend to bid for popular favor with a 
platform ‘‘ Make Germany pay.’’ What- 
ever may be the composition of the new 
Cabinet, it is certain that this will be 
France’s policy with regard to repara- 
tions. . How hard that policy will be 
pushed will depend largely upon the per- 
sonalities of the Ministers of Finance 
and Foreign Affairs; but, in any case, 
the Nationalists will do their utmost to 
spur them on. 

The immediate result is likely to be a 
sharp divergence of opinion with Lloyd 
George, who throughout the last year 
has advocated a policy of discussion and 
compromise on the reparations question 
with Germany. if the Nationaists have 
the courage of their convictions to ignore 
British disapproval and hold a pistol at 
Germany’s head, anything may happen. 

In Nationalist circles there are many 
who frankly believe that the only chance 
France has of ever getting adequate 
compensation from Germany is to oc- 
cupy the Ruhr district and bluntly bid 
the miners choose between a fair wage 
with plentfful food, and expulsion or 
other forms of pressure. With the Ruhr 
coal] fields and the vast industrial wealth 
‘of Westphalia in her hands, it is argued, 
France could afford to ignore the non- 
payment of reparations to her, whether 
Germany went bankrupt, Bolshevist, or 
blew right up. With her coal supply as- 
sured nce need not fear Bngland’s 

rotests, for, unlike the other great 

owers of Europe, in normal times she 
is practically self-supporting as far as 
food is concerned, and more than 60 per 
cent. of her population gets its living 
in one form or another from her own 
soil. The imports she chiefly needs— 
cotton, hides, petroleum and wool—she 
could pay for by means, of her luxury 
exports and ait secure inside the bar- 
rier of a high tariff, whose harmful 
effects would be counteracted by high 
wages. 
hether such a policy is feasible, and 
whether, if it is feasible, the Nationalist 
majority has the courage—and the pub- 
lic backing—needed to put it into action 
is an open question. ut the fact re- 
mains that it indicates the direction in 
which Nationalist ideas are tending. 


200,000 ARMENIANS DYING. 


Lack of Transportation Endangers 
Refugees—~Bolsheviki in Control. 


More than 200,000 Armenian refugees 
between Kars and Alexandropol are 
dying because of lack of food and fuel, 
and anarchy stalks among them, accord- 
ing to advices from Armenia, by way 
of Paris, received here yesterday by the 
Near East Relief. 

Cessation of all transportation, coupled 
with a severe Winter, adds to the 
appalling situation, it was asserted by 
M. Ahronian, President of the Armenian 
delegation to the Peace Conference, in 
forwarding from France Armenian mes- 
sages dated January 7. Famine threat- 
ens unless steps are immediately taken 
to continue American shipments of pro- 
visions, he said. 

Details of the formation of the new 
Government of the Armenian Republic, 
constituted at the instance of the Rus- 
sian Soviet Government, also were re- 
cotved by the Near Hast Relief yes- 
erday.

OF AUSTRIAN PERIL 


Government's Collapse Means 
Partition, Union With Germany 
or Bolshevism, He Says. 


PARIS, Jan. 14.—Sir William Goode, 
British member of the Austrian section 
of the Reparation Commission, at a 
luncheon in his honor at the Renaissance 
Club today, spoke freely on the situation 
in Austria. ; 

“Three eventualities must be con- 
sidered ap q@ consequence of the pros- 
pective collapse of Austria,’’ Sir William 
said. ‘They are: First, an attempt on 
the part of the Austrian provinces to 
join Germany; second, partition of the 
Austrian provinces among the adjoin- 


ing States, not excluding Germany, and, | 


third, a Communist or Bolshevist ‘reign 
of terror, 

“It has been stated that before giving 
up in despair the Austrian Government 
will request the Councifl of the League 
of Nations, under Article 80 of the Treaty 
of Versailles, to permit a union with 
Germany. My opinion, however, is that 
Germany cannot feed the whole of 


Austria; but, apart from that question. 


it is unthinkable that the Allies could 
permit Germany to extend her empire 
to the borders of the Adriatic, with her 
frontiers in the rear of Czechoslovakia 
and on the flanks of Hungary, Jugo- 
slavia and Italy.” 

The disappearance of a regular gov- 
ernment in Austria, in the opinion of Sir 
William, will sow the seeds of more 
wars between the countries who are 
rivals for her remains. 

‘‘A-rumor is current in Austria,’’ he 
said, ‘‘that Hungarian forces, regular 
or irregular, would advance upon Vienna 
on the pretense of preventing the ancient 
capital falli into the hands of the 
Czechs. In that case no one in Austria 
would be surprised if the Czechs at- 
tempted by force to forestall the occu- 
pation of Vienna. Jugoslavia, under its 
recent defenstve alliance with Czecho- 
slovakia, might then decide to. attack 
Hungary. The destiny of the provinces 
of Styria, Lower Austria, Upper Austria 
and Carinthia would then be in the melt- 
ing pot of a war of partition from which 
it might be difficult for the greater 
powers to abstain.’’ 

The speaker said he thought that if a 
chance of continued existence were given 
to Austria she would probably prove the 
least Bolshevist of all States. 

“I do not wish to appear to an 
alarmist,’’ said Sir William, ‘‘ but if the 
Allies can hold out no prospect of means 
for continued existence, then I fear 
we must be prepared for an outbreak 
that. would be beyond the control of any 
authority that might be left to Austria. 
It is common knowledge that the Bol- 
sheviki have made elaborate prepara- 
tions to utilize Vienna as a centre of 
activity and propaganda. They expect 
their campaign in this part of the world 
will synchronize with the disappearance 
of the central Government of Austria 
and spread thence to every country of 
Europe. 

‘“‘I am convinced that provision of 
part of the £60,000,000 recommended by 
the Austrian section of the Reparation 
Commission can safely be regarded as 
economic insurance, as compared with 
the expenditure in which the British 
Government might be involved in the 
event of the collapse of Austria. There 
probecly never was a moment in the 
istories of the French and British Gov- 
ernments when it was more difficult to 
find money. The issue, however, is not 
merely ‘Can we afford the money?’ 
but also, ‘Can we afford to face the 
alternative?’ ’’ 


NEW EGYPTIAN CONSPIRACY. 


Discovery of Another Assassination 
Plot Reported From Cairo. 


LONDON, Jan. 14.—The authorities in 
Egypt are reported to have discovered 
another conspiracy similar to that of 
the ‘‘ Avengers’ Seciety,”” an alleged 
anti-British organization uncovered last 
Fall, says an Hxchange Telegraph dis- 
patch from Cairo, dated Wednesday. 


The details, adds the message, have not 
yet been made public. 

The plotting organization discovered 
last Autumn was alleged to have been a 
society organized to carry out assassina- 
tions of political personages, including 
the Sultan and his Ministers, and was 
commonly known as the ‘* Vengeance 
Gang.’’ In October last twenty-five 
members of the organization were con- 
victed of conspiracy by a court which 
had been trying them for several weeks, 
Numerous assassinations and attempted 
murders were credited to this society. 


WARNS NITRATE PRODUCERS 


Chilean Association Urges That 
They Restrict Their Output. 


VALPARAISO, Chile, Jan. 13.—The 
Nitrate Producers’ Association, with its 
headquarters here, has recommended 
that its members sharply restrict pro- 
duction, owing to ‘‘the difficulties of 
the world’s commerce, which are reflect- 
ed among consumers of nitrate, who are 
especially affected by the enormous fall 
in prices of the principal articles of con- 
sumption."’ , 

Carlos Soublette, the manager of the 
association, which répresents 98 per cent. 
of the nitrate producers, estimates that 
the accumulated stock of nitrate in Chile 
on Dec. 31 amounted to 1,200,000 tons. 


SOUTH AFRICANS IN WANT, 


Unemployment Causes Grave Situa- 
tion—Some Familles Starving. 


LONDON, Jan. 14.—Unemployment in 
many parts of the Union of South Africa 
is causing grave anxiety there, accord- 
ing to a Johannesburg dispatch to the 
Central News. :

“GET A RESPITE 


Red Danger Cloud Lifts a Little 
and Foreign Missions Re- 
turn to Riga. 


MOSCOW POLICY IN DOUBT 


Bellef In Paris Result of Trade Ne- 
gotiations With England Are 
Being Awaited.

PARIS, Jan. 18—The Bolshevist dan- 
ger cloud hangs less darkly over the 
Baltic States than a fortnight ago, but 
still lowers threateningly on the eastern 
horizon, That is the summary of infor- 
mation which reaches me today from a 
trustworthy source at Riga. 

The previous news sent at the close of 
the year announced the allied missions 
cabling their Governments for warships, 
owing to the imminent fear of an in- 
ternal revolution, combined with an in- 
vasion of Red troops from Soviet Russia. 
My. informamt declared that women at- 
tached to the missions had been sent 
away, and that the missions and welfare 
organizations had made all prepartions 
for immediate evacuation. 

A French official source here gave 

fequest of the 

French Mission for warships, and it is 
also a fact that Frenth women were 
sent home from the Latvian capital to 
France. 

The latest news. states, however, that 
the situation appears for the moment 
easier, adding: ‘‘And the missions which 
had left Riga have returned.’’ No ex- 
planation of this phrase is given, but 
presumably matters were considered #0 
serious at one time that some, at Icast, 
of the foreign missions moved tempo- 
rarily to the Latvian ice-free port of 
Libau, where allied destroyers are sta- 
tioned, \ 

There has been a tendency in a certain 
section of the British press to dismiss 
the whole affair as a French scare, and 
one British journalist, who is on noto- 
riously friendly terms with the Bolshe-' 
viki, recently cabled from Reval, in Es- 
thonia, that the Lettish police had ar- 
rested French agents provocateurs in the 
streets of Riga. Apart from the intrin- 
sic absurdity of this statement, it may 
be remarked that as far as communica- 
tion of news is concerned there is a 
wide gulf between Reval and Riga. 

.I am in @ position to state that Amer- 
icans in Riga took a hardly less serious 
view of the situation at the end of the 
month than did the French, though the 
latter were personally moré nervous) be- 
cause their names were reported to have 
been in Class A of the Bolshevist black- 
list—persons to be shot immediately the 
outbreak occurred. It may also be said 
that the British, for all their apparent 
panama had help at hand in case of 
need. 

Nevertheless it does now appear as 
though the danger of immediate trouble 
had blown over for the moment.  Wheth- 
er the international Bolsheviki in Latvia 
—whose rising was looked forward to 
with more alarm than any move of the 
Soviet troops on the frontier—found out 
that their plans were known and feared 
to fall into a trap, or whether definite 
orders were received from Moscow to 
call the revolution off is an open ques- 
tion. The fact remains that the Haltic 
States virtually hang like ripe fruit be- 
fore the Bolsheviki whenever the latter 
care to stretch out a hand. 

In one of his latest wireless messages, 
Tchitcherin denounces statements of

they decide for or against war. If Fng- 
land is willing to reopen commercial re- 
lations on terms that hold out a reason- 
able chance of political recognition, or 
at least of a political conference, ob- 
viously the Bolsheviki would be inclined 
to refrain from violent measures just 
now, Recognition or a conference is 
what they really want, and they would 
be foolish to sacrifice the chance of get- 
ting it for the sake of temporary ad- 
vantages which they can get later, any-

As for Tchitcherin’s outburst, the Bol- 
sheviki have only themselves to thank if 
correspondents of American newspapers 
have to depend upon second-hand infor- 
mation — however trustworthy — about 
Russia.

ple in this vast Eastern empire, who 
subsist mainly on grain. Since great 
tracts of the country are arid, the farm- 
ers are dependent. partly on favorable 
monsoons, and the failure of these winds 
is a calamity, since tracts under irriga- 
tion are not sufficient to supply the 
country with the necessary food. 

Yesterday’s India Office statement 
said that crops in Punjab, in the ex- 
terior northwestern part of the Indian 
peninsula are poor, The greatest irriga- 
tion system in all India is situated in this 
province, the population of which is 
more than 25,000,000, Several other dis- 
tricts mentioned are heavily populated, 
notably Hyderabad, with more than 
1,000,000. Even local famines would 
cause intense suffering, and if the 
whole country should, be affected the 
results might be terrible, especially in 
the thickly populated cities. 


ACTION ON GREEK LOAN 
AWAITS RECOGNITION 


Treasury Department's Course 
Depends on This Government's 
Attitude to Constantine.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—The State 
Department has been informed by the 
Treasury Department that until the 
State Department officially advises the 
Treasury Departmént that the present 
Chargé d’ Affaires of the Greek Legation 
is the authorized person in charge of the 
legation with whom the Treasury may 
officially deal as having been accredited 
to this Government by the Constantine 
régime, the Treasury is not in a position 
officially to complete arrangements for 
the advance of funds to Greece from the 
balance of the loan made to the Veni- 
zelos Government. ° 

The Treasury Department, however, 
has’ conferred ; informally with the 
Chargé d’Affaires in order that, pending 
the receipt by the Treasury Department 
of advices from the Department of State 
that pe nes been duly accredited, he 
may inform the present Greek Govern- 
ment of the steps eters | to be taken 
by it in order to meet, in connection 
with such proposed advances as might 
be made under the credit formerly estab- 
lished in favor of Greece, the require- 
ments imposed by the arrangement be- 
tween the Treasury and the Greek Gov- 
ernment made in November, 1919, pur- 
suant to which the three previous in- 
stalments were paid. 

The Greek Government has informed 
the State Department of the accession 
of King Constantine to the throne, and 
the notification has been referred to the 
law officers of the department for con- 
sideration with a view to a report to the 
Secretary on the fulfilment of all for- 
malities. 

It was intimated at the State Depart- 
ment today that, while there appeared 
to be no reason why this country ought 
to refuse recognition -o the Constantine 
Government, it was a question whether 
{t was desirable at the present time to 
have official relations with Greece. 
While the American Minister has re- 
mainéd at Athens, there has been a 
lapse, since the death of King Alexan- 
der, of official relations, -whitch will not 
be resumed until the American Minister 
presents new credentials to the Constan- 
tine Government. 

It was also intimated that the ques- 
‘tion of allowing Greece to withdraw, in 
$5,000,000 instalments, funds from the 
credit established for that country in the 
United States Treasury, waited on the 
determination of the question of re- 
sumption of official relafions. 

It was declared today that the attitude: 
of the United States is not associated 
with that of the British and French 
Governments, and that America was 
considering the problem independently. 


OFFER CORN FOR STARVING. 


Farmers Will Give for Europe and 
China, Howard Announces. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 14.—Farmers of Am- 
erica are willing to give a sufficient 
quantity of their surplus corn to feed 
the starving in Hurope and China if ar- 
rangements are made by “‘ people of the 
cities to transport it to the famine vic- 
tims,’’ President J. R. Howard, of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation, de- 
clared here today in an address before 
the Illinois Agricultural Associatiom 

President Howard said that he had 
advices from many States assuring him 
that the farmers were willing to give 
liberally from America’s corn crop for 
relief purposes. The matter has been 
taken up with Herbert Hoover, in 
charge of European relief activities. 
Telegrams were re Mr. Howard 
from Farm Bureau Secretaries in Ohio, 
aieours and Indiana endorsing the 

an. 

O Mr. Howard said that prices offered 
farmers for corn were far below those 
quoted in Chicago. The lowest estimate 
on the cost of producing a bushel of 
‘corn last year he placed 93 cents. 

Mr. Howard’s announcement was 
greeted with enthusiasm by the 800 del- 
egates and within ten minutes, more 
Ahan 65,000 bushels of corn were volun- 
teered for relief. 

““We will furnish any amount of corn 
the relief committees can use,’’ Mr. 
Howard d after the meeting. ‘I 
talked to the New York headquarters 
this morning, and the matter will be 
taken up there Monday. They cannot tell 
now how.much corn can be used, but 
that will be determined at once.” 


RATIFY VENEZUELA ACCORD. 


Dutch Chambers Complete Vote for 
Resuming Relations.

HILL TAKEN FOR PROTECTION 


Washington. Reports Conflict Be- 
tween. War and State Oepart- 
* ments Over Procedure. 


- PANAMA, ‘Jan’. 13.—The action by 
United States officers in taking posses- 
sion‘ of a small. tract, of ground ‘east of 
Colon, on Bahia de las Minas, has. re- 
sulted in the dispatch to Washington of 
}@ formal and energetic protest by the 
Panaman Government. On the tract of 
ground involved is a hill, which is said 
tobe adapted for works defending the 
eastern entrance of the Panama Canal, 

The note protests against *‘ the act of 
force "’ by which the United States took 
possession of the land, and was sent on 
Jan. 11 to the Panaman Chargé d’Af- 
faires in Washington, who was instruct- 
ed to present it at the. State Depart- 
ment. It was signed by R: J: Alfaro, 
Secretary of the Interior and of Jus- 
tice, and in charge of Foreign Relations 
of the republic. 

It is alleged that the proceedings. were 
carried. out in an undiplomatic manner, 
and fears are expressed that a precedent 
which may be dangerous may have 
been established. 

It is asserted that the Foreign Office 
receltyed on Dec; 20'a note from C. s. 
Mellvaine, Executive Secretary of the 
€anal Zone Government, relative to the 
land in question, which comprises about 
250 acres. Secretary Mclivaine is quot- 
ed as saying that the United States was 
‘‘ going to take possession of the land 
under the provision of the treaty be- 
tween Panama and the United States.” 
Secretary Alfaro declares in the note to 
Washington that the c®mmunication 
from: the Canal Zone, Government was 
not. answered immediately because it 
had not been considered by President 
Porras and his Cabinet. 


President’. Porras, tne note declares, 
received on. Dec. 30.a note from Colonel 
J. J, Moriow, acting Governor of the 


Canal Zone, stating that the land had 


‘‘been taken for the defense of, the 
Canal” under: the provisions of * the 
Hay-Varilla treaty, Article II. of that 
convention being quoted as authority 
for the action. Assertion is made thet 
this action was without the consent of 
the Panaman Government, the right of 
the United States to-select- and oecupy 
territory under the treaty without the 
consent of Panama is denicd, and it is 
declared that development of this pro- 
cedure would ‘‘ give the United States 
the right to oar the entire Panaman 
Republic, should be deemed eae 


v for canal purposes.’ 


In addition to protesting a against » the 
act of force,’’ Secretary Alfaro asserts 
Ahat negotiations involving the & Apolicas 
tion of the provisions of the Hay- 
Treaty must be conducted through diplo- 
matic channels, and not raat ‘Canal 
Zone offictais. 

Another protest sent to- Washington 
fone’. geception to a portion of an opin- 
ion recently handed down by District 
Judge John -W. Hanan, the highest 
United States judicial authority in the 
Canal Zone. This opinion contained a 
statement to the effect that» since the 
signing of the treaty of Feb. 26, 1904, 
Panama has been ‘a protectorate of 
the United States,. and occupying a po- 
sition similar .to that of. Cuba.’’ The 
truth‘of this statément is denied. Judge 
Hanan’s opinion upheld the right’ of 
bringing. judicial . proceedings in the 
Canal Zone in the name of the United 
States instead of the Zone Government. 


Methods of Procedure Questioned. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Procedure 
to be followed in connection with occu- 
pation of land in Panama for protection 
of the canal has been the cause of a dif- 
ference of opinion between the State and 
War Departments, it was learned today, 
although the protest forwarded by the 
Panama Governmént had not been re- 
ceived. It. was expected to be delivered 
on the rcturn from New York of José 
Lefevre, the Panaman chargé. 

The procedure question has come tp 
several times, it was stated, and vhe 
military authorities have taken the ini- 


tiative under the treaty in occupying 
land for defensive purposes. ‘The State 
Department has taken the view that 
diplomatic @xchanges should have pre- 
ceded actual occupation, While the mili- 
tary authorities regarded the text of the 
treaty as furnishing sufficient authority. 
It was assumed that the protest from 
Panama was in this connection. 

Another contention made by Panama 
in similar cases, however, has been that 
thé insistence of the United States that 
payments for such occupied land, be 
made on valuations made-.in 1900 is un- 
just, in view of the increase in values 
in the past seventeen years. 

A new understanding as to the creaty 
provisions may be necessary, it- was 
said, since changes in armament and 
military methods: may make the: taking 
of additional land necessary from time 
to time for manyg#ears.

This is said to be the 
first industry asking a reduction on any 
part of the tariff schedule affecting its. 
product. In addition a. national. policy 
of: reciprocal relations and no’ further 
increase in the aluminium tariff were 
‘advocated. 

“The! National Automobile: Chamber 
of Commerce,” said J. Walter Drake of 
that organization’s foreign trade com- 
mittee in addressing thé Ways and 
Means Committee, ‘‘ holds to the prin-{ 
ciple that. the policy proposed should 
apply to the protective tariff in such 4 
way as to prevent discrimination by for- 
eign nations in fact as well as in theory, 
and to provide revenue for, the nation’s 
needs. It is recognized that higher rates 
may be.essential to some American in- 
dustries, but we believe. that through 
penalty clauses. in: our tariff the Gov- 
ernment will’ be in a position to bring 
about -desired exchanges” much more 
rapidly than it. can at present. 

“In so far as the automobile industry

While favoring reduction of the regu- 
lar army at once to 175.000 mien and 
during the coming fiscal year to 150,000, 
and opposing universal training,’he be- 
HMeves that the first essential of a mili- 
tary program is ‘to strengthen the re- 
serve through voluntary training. 

A large regular army he regards as.a 
useless burden upon taxpayers, especial- 
ly since no ‘standing army of réasonable 
peate-time strength would be adequate 
in time # war without volunteers or 
conscription. Mr. Harding- thinks ‘uni- 
versal training would be mapopennrye with 
the country.

\ ‘With’ ‘less’ than a. week: left before 
he leaves for Florida, the President- 
elect appeared in better ‘spirits today 
then at any time since the grind of con-7 
ferences with leaders began. He is 
looking forward eagerly to absolute rest, 
of. ten days or so before he resumes 
work in Florida. Cabinet worries Mr. 
Harding dismissed today with a wave 
of his hand’ and the ‘statement that 

everything is shaping up well.” 

It is not yet certain whether Mr. Har’ 
ding will announce Hughes as his Sec- 
retary of State and his selection for 
Secretary of the Treasury befoge he 
leaves here. With regard to the eight 
other members there appears little possi- 
bility. that they will .be made public 
much before inauguration. 

Encouraged by the Cabinet situation, 


| Mr. Harding will be in a position soon 


to consider diplomatic appointments. 
During .his conferences he has been ap- 
proached frequently by applicants or 
friends of those desiring to represent 
this country ‘abroad. In response to a 
question today Mr. Harding said: that 
he had given no time .to counideration 
‘of appointments.

MILLER WON’T UPSET LAW. 


Cannot Put Mercy Above Statutes,

r can I grant Executive clemency 
merely because. a,.great many people 
have petitioned me to do so,”’ the Gov- 
ernor added. 

In his telegram to the Governor the 
Consul General said he had learned from 
the newspapers that Governor Miller had 
denied clemency to the condemned men, 
and-he renewed his ap’ that mercy be 
shown to them " necersiny, to what jus- 
tice‘and clemency arena 

Governor Miller, a reply, explained 
that he had not aiinoune @ decision in 
What you have seen in the 
press,’’ he said, * rs ‘ovidentiy the state- 
men which I made in your hearing at the 
close of. the hearing before me. That 
statement was that I had heard nothing 
to justify the exercise of Executive clem- 
ency, but that.I would look into the 
cases. to see if 7.

By a vote of 3 to;2 the Appellate|t 
Division of the Sipreme Court decided |. 
yesterday to reverse the verdict for 
$100,000 obtained by Alexander P. 
Macauley, a Toronto mining operator of | 
unquestioned reputation, against Theo- 
dore .B, Starr, Inc., a jeweler, because 
he ‘was indicted in 1917 on the ground 
that he was the notorious “ Christmas ai 
Keough, who at the preceding Christmas 
period passed forged travelers’ checks 
on the Starr store anjJ also on Brooks 
Brothers and Lambert Brothers, Mr. 
Macauley sued each concern for $250,000. 
The Starr ;suit. was tridd. first, and it 
was decided to await the ruling of the 
higlier court on the appeal before pro- 
ceeding with the two other actions. 

Justice Walter Lloyd Smith, writing 
the prevailing opinion, in which Presid- 
ing Justice Clarke and Justice Green- 
baum concur, concedes that Macauley 
was inpocent of the crimes with which 
he -was charged, but dismisses the com- 
plaint on the.ground that the defendant 
was not solely responsible for .the in- 
dictment of Macauley, He said; 

“The criminal. authorities of the city 
had taken the matten in charge, and 
with the presumption. that they ‘would 
act within the law. and upon reasonable 
edusé this. defendant cannot’ be held 
liable for’ any act of those criminal au- 
thorities which was not aided, instigated 
or abetted by the. déféendant.”’ : 

Mr, .-Macauley was arrested in St. 
Louis a few days after the New York 
storés were victimized, and it was a 
coincidence that he had been in New 


York not long before the forged checks 
were passed, but had gone to his home 
in Toronto and from there to St. Louis 
with his wife for the holiday season. 
During the several days he was there 

9 wonerement stores of the Stix-Baer- 
Fuile Company and Famous & Barr 
were swindled in the same manner as 
the New York stores, and Mr. Macauley 
was arrested at his hotel. 


Keough Arrested Months Later. 


Mr. Macauley protested his innocence, 
but did not succeed in convincing the 
authorities until several months later, 
when the real ‘‘Christmas’’ Keough 
was arrested in Chicago for passing 
‘forged checks of the Canadian Bank of 
‘Commerce’ in Pennsylvania and was 
sent to the Joliet Penitentiary for an in- 
‘definite term. 

After the indictments against Mr. 
Macauley had péen dismissed on the 
ground that a mistake had been made 
he sued -the two St. Louis and three 
New York stores involved in the testi- 
mony against him.* Swan, Moore 
Danforth, attorneys for Theodore B. 
Starr, Ine. , engaged Martin W. Little- 
ton as trial counsel. When the case 
was heard ‘before Justice Tierney the 
defendant’s attorneys insisted that their 
client had at ail times followed. the in- 
structions of tne police and the District 
Attorney’s office as to participating. in 
the prosecution of the -innocent man. 
They also pointed out that the Police 
Department picture of the real ‘‘ Christ- 

mas'’ Keough, submitted to them for 
identification, ‘had been taken twenty 
years. ago and the witnesses merely 
stated that this-.‘‘ bore some resem- 
blance ” to the features of the swindler. 

Justice Smith’s opinion admits that 
Macauley has been put to large expense 
in the employment of attorneys to es- 
tablish his innocence, and that he was 
shown to have .spent $12,000 to-clear his 
name, ‘ The damage “to his reputation 
was great,’’ the Colirt ‘said, ‘‘ and for a 


"year he was thrown out of his Dusiness 


of selling mining claims, from which 
he realized $60,000 a year. If the de- 
fendant had been the sole cause of the 
injury to Macauley’s reputation and for 
the damage due to his false arrest the 
verdict could not be said to be ex- 
cessive.’” 

The court points out also that the 
plaintiff himself, after seeing a picture 
of ‘‘Christmas’’ Keough, went*to' a 
Canadian town wee e heard there 
was &@ man who resembled him, and 
himself suspected that this man was 
Keough, until he found that, he .didn’t 
have a mole on his neck. 


Decision of Great Importance. 


The decision of the court is one.of the 
most important ever made here in safe- 
guarding the actions of retail merchants 
in prosecuting swindlers, for in ahaa 
ing his opinion Justice Smith says: 

‘“To hold the .defendant liable upon 
this record for the damages which the 
plaintiff has’ sustained would, in my 
judgment, markedly discourage  at- 
tempted prosecution for crimes com- 
mitted, and would so imperil the salu- 
tary enforcement of the criminal law 
as-ito constitute a public menace.’’ 

‘Tustices \Dowling and Page dissented 
from the ‘decision without writing an 
opinion. It is expected that no action 
will be taken onthe suits against 
Lambert Bros. and Brooks Bros. be- 
cause the case against Theodore B. 
Starr, Inc., “‘Wwas lieved to be the 
strongest, Mr. Macauley lost the suits 
he brought in St. Louis.

Justice Van Sicten Uphold’s Hirsh- 
field’s Right to. Compel Hearing. 


David .. Hirshfield, Commigsioner’.. of 
Accounts, and the Mayor’s ommittee 
on Rent Profiteering won a victory in 
the Queens County Supreme Court ‘bed 
fore Justice: Van Siclen yesterday, 
where a :decision was handed; down by 
Justice Van Siclen confirming the right 
of the commissioner to’ compel land- 
lords to appear before him and be ex- 
amined.

PAN-AMERICAN LABOR 
ENDORSES THE LEAGUE 


Conference in Mexico Urges All 
Latin Countries to: Work for 
Its Success. | 





MEXICO CITY, Jan. 14 (Associated 
Press).—A recommendation by the Reso- 
lutions Committee of the Pan-American 
Federation. of Labor that. organized 
labor in Latin America use every effort 
to obtain. the admission of the respec- 
tive Governments into the League of 
Nations, so that labor may have a voice 
in the deliberations of the labor confer- 
ences of that body, precipitated a sharp 
discussion in the Labor Conference here 
today. Nevertheless, the committee’s re- 
port was unanimously @dopted. 

There was an equally animated discus- 
sion over the committee’s report on the 
Argentine Federation of Labor’s hostile 
attitude toward the Pan-Amerjgan Fed- 
eration, which brought up the.questign 
,of Latin-American participation in me€t- 
ings of the International Trades Union 
Congress. After several delegates had 
vharged that the Pan-Américans never 
had obtainéd a voice or’ a vote in the 
Amsterdam Trade Conference, Samuel 
Gompers, the Chairman, said he had 
urged that the Pan-Americans be al- 
lowed to voice their opinions. His re- 
quest, he added, had been denied by the 
convention, which said he spoke for 
American labor alone and not for Latin 
America. 

““Therefore,’’ Mr. Gompers declared, 
‘* the Aceortchn Federation of Labor has 
not yet decided whether to affiliate with 
the Amsterdam’ Bureau, which has re- 
versed the fundamental principle upon 
which the American. Federation is 
founded, namely, self-expression and 
self- determination for every country. 
The> American Federation of. Labor will 
do everything possible to guarantee to 
even the smallest labor movement in 
Pan America the right of self-expres- 
sion.’ 

These remarks evoked the first ap- 
plause of the convention. Mr. Gompers 
concluded his address with a plea for 
unity and organization. ‘‘ We must try 
to agree upon the fundamental prin- 
ciples of right, gustice and freedom,”’ he 
said. 

These last few words at the conclusion 
of the morning session formed the basis 
for the first verbal demonstration by 
radicals, who occupied seats reserved 
for visitors. 

At the moment when the session was 
about to adjourn one man, who had 
been active in distributing communist 
literature, shouted denunciations upon 
the congress of ‘‘ denying freedom,’’. te 
when. Mr. Gompers warned him _ to 
silent on pain of being ejected he sat 
down, but only to be succeeded by a 
ene who was equally vitupera- 
tive 

Mr..Gompers by this time seemed thor- 
oughly angry. Grasping his cane he 
peunded vigorously on the table, and 
threatened the immediate expulsion of 
the man from the room if he did not re- 
main quiet. The. disturber sat down, 
and a moment later the meeting ad- 
journed. A small group of radicals was 
gathered outside the door as Mr. Gom- 
pers passed out, but there was no dem- 
onstration.

It is curious that a free election under

After divers ‘‘ temperamental rows ' 
and resignations of executives of the 
Chicago Opera Association, Miss Mary 
GARDEN has been appointed General 
Director. It is a post which she ought 
to fill competently, though. ordinarily 
it is richer ‘in vexations and worries 
than Salome or Thais or Sappho at her 
dizziest tragic height. The lives of 
managers of opéra have been full of 
woes. Sound business sense and 
ability to endure or mitigate the 
screams and spasms of the artistic 
temperament are the chief qualifica- 
tions for the job. Miss GARDEN was 
born in Aberdeen, and brousht up 
among the Yankees of Massachusetts, 
Connecticut and Chicago. She should 
be a good woman of business. For 
that matter, the most illustrious tenors 
and sopranos, or many of thein, may 
be described as the most passionately 
acguisitive persons in the world, with 
a deliberate and frequently successful 
method in their madness. 

Miss GARDEN expresses her disbelief 
‘in a star régime.’’ Unfortunately, a 
large portion of the opera-goinz public 
cares little for music and everything 
for stars. On the other hand, the 
operatic heavens are by no means 
thickly stellate. The public may have 
to give up its delight in stars and con- 
sole itself with performances by a com- 
petent company. It would be a great 
gain if real interest in fhusic and ap- 
preciation of a praiseworthy or re- 
spectable ensemble should gradually 
drive out that absorbing interest in 
personality rather than in art which 
characterizes the astrophiles. With 
the artists of the company Miss Gar- 
DEN should be able to deal easily as an 
insider and initiate in all the mysteries 
of that amusing tribe. 

Miss GARDEN makes a neat pro-rata 
division of opera languages that ought 
to satisfy. everybody but the perfect 
Waegnerites. She allots 50 per cent. to 
Italian, 35 to French, 15 to English. 


“When WaGNER’s works can be given 


in their own complicated language, 
Italian, French and German will be 
put on an equality of 33 1-3 per cent. 
net each. ‘‘ Real American opera in 
English ’’ is Miss GarDEN’s ‘‘ most 


cherished hope,’’ but she doesn't cher-. 


ish it too warmly at present. ‘‘ When 
‘* good opera comes to be written by 
‘* American and English composers ’”’ 
she will have it performed in English. 
It is well if this hope is measurably 
distant. It would surprise and pain 
many worthy listeners if they could 
understand a sung word. and so, 
golden luck to General Director Gak- 
DEN, and uninterrupted easy walking 
to the ‘‘ ghost ”! 








FOR AMERICA TO ACT. 

No American speaks with greater 
authority on the subject of limiting 
armaments than Major Gen. TASKER 
H. Buiss, who served in France dur- 
ing the war and later ‘attended the 
Peace Conference. He told the House 
Naval Committee on Wednesday that 
an American call for a disarmament 
conference would be welcomed by the 
great Powers of Europe. ‘‘ Our pres: 
ent form of civilization,” he added, 
‘‘ cannot stand the great strain of 
military preparation much longer.” 
Europe and Japan are looking to the 
United States to summon a confer- 
ence, and the American people should 
understand why. Great Britain has 
stopped capital ship construction alto- 
gether. ‘‘ No heavily gunned and ade- 
quately protected capital ship,” says 
ARCHIBALD Hurp, the British writer, 
‘‘has been_laid down on this [the 
‘‘ British] side of the Atlantic during 
‘* the past six years.’’ After the armi- 
stice the Admiralty scrapped the 
Anson, Howe and Rodney, sister ships 
to the Hood, Great Britain’s giant 
battle cruiser, which is not as powerful 
as the American ‘battleship Maryland 
(now 85 per cent. completed) will be. 
Great Britain has also abandoned 608 
warships of various types that were 
under construction, and has placed 
many obsolete or obsolescent ships on 
the ineffective list. What more could 
she do in a practical way for the cause 
of limitation of armaments? 

Since the armistice the United States 
and Japan have. continued to lay down 
and construct capital ships, The only 


‘competition in buflding warships is 


between these two nations, but Japan 
is poor by comparison with the 
United’ States and would always be 
far behind in naval ‘strength, as she is 
today. A year ago Admiral Karo said 
in London that Japan would like to. 
see.a general agreement for disarma- 
ment: ‘‘ Weare waiting to see what 
‘‘is done in that, way by the other

Japan is expanding her navy to pro- 
tect her interests in Asia, -and it, is 
possible: that in some quarteds there 
is fear of a collision with the United 
States. With her available resources 
Japan is building powerful capital 
ships like our battleship Maryland and 


»!our battle cruiser Lexington, and she 


is standing the economic strain badly, 
It is because the United States is doing 
more building than any other nation, 
while approving of limitation of arma- 
ments; because it is by far the richest 
of nations: and.should be the most in- 
fluential, and because the machinery 
exists in the Naval act of 1916 for 
calling a conference, that Great Brit- 
ain and Japan are looking to the 
United States to summon a disarma- 
ment conference. 

The greatest navy in the world or 
limitation of armaments, is the ‘‘ slo- 
gan” of Secretary Danicis. At the 
hearing of the House Naval Affairs 
Committee on Wednesday he -produced 
statistics from an unknown hand de- 
signed to show that today the United 
States is a poor second to Great Brit- 
ain as a naval Power, and that if 
Japan carries out her 1927 program, 
which is little better than an abstrac- 
tion at the present time, the American 
and Japanese navies will be only as 
2 to 1 in battleships and 1 to 1.5 in 
battle cruisers. The British and 
United States navies in first line of 
battle strength are much closer to- 
gether than the ‘‘ tonnage” statistics 
compiled for Mr. DANIELS would indi- 
cate, and when the four battleships of 
the 1916 program most advanced in 
construction; the Colorado, Maryland, 
Washington and West Virginia, 16- 
‘inch-gun’ ships of 32,600 tons, are 
completed, the two battle, fleets will be 
about eaual n fighting strength. That 
time is not far off. Before the war 
there was no demand in the United 
States for the greatest navy in the 
world; and if there was any need for 
it then, there is less now. War with 
Germany, the second naval Power, 
came,’ and she has ceased to be a 
naval Power. In 1914 there had been 
peace’ with Great Britain for one hun- 
dred years, and war with her now is 
inconceivable. Japan’s navy is a poor 
third today. From whatever point of 
view the.calling of a limitation con- 
ference is considered, the United 
States is indicated as the nation to 
make the advances, to take the lead. 
A conference has been more talked 
about in America than in all the world 
besides. As General Buiss says, ‘* the 
‘‘ masses of the people who pay the 
‘‘ taxes have the vital interest in the 
‘* subject.” They will decide. 








IRISH DREAMS. 

Reports from various newspaper 
correspondents in Ireland represent 
Mr. DB VALERA as returning from the 
United States a disillusioned man. He 
discovered here that he had been mis- 
led by Irish-Americans. They, in the 
exuberant play of their Celtic imagi- 
nation, had come to believe that it 
would be easy to induce the American 
Government actively to intervene to 
secure the independence of Ireland. 
It is pathetic to note the ready 
credulity ‘with which DE VALERA and 
other Sinn Feiners swallowed these 
Irish-American assurances. Mrs. 
MacSwiney, when here, asked, 
most innocent and plaintive way: 
‘“ Why don’t you secure Ireland her 
freedom?” But that dream has now 
been dissipated. Even in Dublin they 
are at last awake to the fact that, as 
one dispatch puts it, only ‘* noise but 
no action ” can be expected from the 
Irish-American campaign in_ this 
country. 

It goes on, however, even in its 
more preposterous forms. Judge 
CoHALAN addressed two meetings of 
Irish sympathizers in Boston last Sun- 
day, and once more asserted that the 
battle for Irish independence is to be 
won, and can only be won, in America. 
More specifically, this jurist gravely 
affirmed: 

We must point out that, just as 
inevitable as was the conflict between 
Germany and Great Britain, so is a 
conflict inevitable between the United 
‘States and Great Britain unless Eng- 
land disarms her navy and withdraws 
her troops from Ireland. 

This is flat nonsense. In Dublin 
Fthey now know it to be such, even if 
it has not yet penetrated the minds 6f 
all Irish-Americans in New York. To 
the more clear-sighted intelligences 
among them it is plain ‘that they have 
been deceived. American politicians 
can blarney as well as the Irish. They 
have talked great swelling words of 
vanity to our Irish voters; but as for 
going to war with England in order 
to establish an Irish Republic, they 
have no more idea of doing it than 
they have of trying to fly to the 
moon. _

FICTIONS ABOUT RUSSIA. 

Mr. NoRMAN Davis, acting Secretary 
of State, has written a letter setting 
forth in detail the policy which our 
Government has pursued toward Rus- 
sia and will continue to pursue until 
the change of Administration opens 
the way for the ‘‘ complete reversal ’’ 
that has been promised. That was a 
useful thing to do, but still more use- 
ful was the throwing of light upon Cer- 
tain types of liberal reasoning. Mr. 
Davis's letter was a commentary on 
a questionnaire addressed just before 
the election to the Presidential candi- 
dates by the League of Free Nations 
Association, a worthy group of serious 
thinkers with an imposing letterhead. 
The association set forth what it re- 
garded as the State Department’s pol- 
icy and asked .each candidate if he 
would or could support such meas- 
ures, cs It appears from Mr. Davis's 
statement that the logic of this ques- 
tionnaire.was of the same sort as the 
familiar query, ‘‘ Have you stopped 
beating your wife?” 

Will any Presidential candidate, asks 
the association with great indignation, 
support the present policy of refusing 
to permit relief to be sent to Soviet 
Russia? ‘The answer of the State De- 
partment is that nobody refuses such 
permission. Most impartial relief or- 
ganizations have found it impossible to 
do any work in Soviet Russia because 
the Bolshevist Government insists that 
all supplies sent in must be given to 
that Government to be distributed at 
its pleasure. An American of Russian 
descent, says the association, cannot 
bring his distressed relatives. from 
Russia to America. That depends on 
circumstances, says Mr. Davis; per- 
haps he can and perhaps he cannot; 
if not, the chances are that the 
trouble is that he can’t get out of 
Russia rather than that he can’t get 
into the United States. Will not the 
next President, demands the assoctia- 
tion, make ‘‘ a plain disclosure of the 
commitments of the United States” 
with regard to armed intervention in. 
Russia and ‘‘a plain statement of 
what they involve "?

tions for patents were awaiting action 
at that time, the oldest new case bear- 
ing date of Jan. 26, 1920, and the oldest 
amended case awaiting action bearing 
amended date of Feb. 10, 1920. 

This means that some patent applica- 
tions have not received a first action 
from the Patent Office in nearly a whole 
year. ; 
There are forty-seven divisions in the 
Patent Office devoted to applications for 
patents of invention, and the condition 
in most of these divisions shows a delay 
of not-less than six or seven months in 
the taking of first official action upon 
the applications. Only in very few of 
the divisions is the work less than six 
months behind. 

Since somewhere around 29 per cent. 
of the nation’s manufacturing is based 
upon patented inventions, and the life 
of trade demands progress which can 
only result from the adoption of new 
improvements, the state of 'con@estion 
in the Patent Office which retards its

unemployed men marched up the Bowery 
and invaded the chapel and parish house 
of St. Mark's Church, om Second Avenue, 
and that thé marchefs took possession by 
what was called “ squatters’ rights.” 
Regardless of what the attitude of this 
particular church may be with reference 
to these unemployed men—“ shabby, and 
unkempt,’’. as cne reporter put it—it is. 
important at this juncture in “the un- 
employment situetion in New York City 
to define very clearly to what extent the 
churches are to be used as lodging houses. 
Now, frankly, the churches are not 
built for lodging house purposes. And 
one of the chief objections to using 
them as such is sanitary—what happens 


possession may easily be imagined. Pre- 
cisely this sort of thing happened during 
the Winter of 1914-15, when literally 
thousands of men paraded the streeis 
demanding that: the churches _be Ut xan? 
to them. 
During that Winter the writer served 
zs Director. of Relief and Emerggacy 
Measures for Mayor Mitchel’s Commit- 
tes on Unemployment, and while the 
parading of the unemployed was at its 
height ne called a mass meeting at the 
Labor Temple at Fourteenth Street and 
Second Avenue of the unemployed ' and 
particularly of those who were author- 
ized to speak as their leaders, to discuss 
the relation of the Church to the: un- 
employment problem. On the afternoon 
of the day the meeting was to be held 
an I, W. W. conference was in session 
in another part of the city and the 
writer was informed by a newspaper 
rbporter that a resolution was passed at 
this meeting to the effect that “‘ the con- 
ference adjourn at 4 P. M: to meet again 
ut 8 o’clock at the Labor Temple:-for the 
purpose of raising hell.’’ ° 
And the I. W. W.’s were out in full 
force, as were other radical leaders in 
the city, as well as bona fide unemployed 
working men. It was interesting. that 
no more churches were broken into after 
that conference, because -most of the 
men présent realized, that their position 
regarding the use of the churches for 
lodging house purposes was illogical and 
unfair.. Some other means: of sheltering 
unemployed workingmen myst be pro- 
vided, and this is said with the fullest 


the streets because they can find né work. 

Some of the friends of the unemployed, 
and even many of those. who are them- 
selves out of work, are making: melo- 
dramatic appeals that the house of God 
can be used to no better purpose than 
to shelter the sons of men—and on the 
face of it this looks reasonable. 

During the war there were many occa- 
sions in Europe when church buildings 
were used to prevent human suffering, 
and one can easily imagine a situation 
in this country which might justify the 
use of church buildings for lodging pur- 
poses, provided that the regular means 
of sheltering the unemployed had been 
completely: exhausted. 

But this is not the case in New York 
City at the present time. In the first 
place, the city is conducting a Municipal 
Lodging ‘House which has a capacity of 
843 guests—but which during the last 
week has had an average’ patronage 
per night of only 250 mén—and in which 
the unemployed of New York may se- 
cure ‘board and. lodging for five nights 
during..any one month, which may be 
consecutive. Here clean, ‘separate beds 
are furnished. also supper and break- 
fast, d a man is given a chance—in- 
deed, he is compelled—to take a bath. 
For this he gives three hours of labor, 
which he may -begin immediately after 
breakfast, which is served as early as 
5:30, giving him an opportunity to spend 
the rest of the day looking for work. 

Then there are the regular lodging 
houses in many parts of the city, with 
which arrangements might easily be 
made for sheltering the unemployed. 

In addition to this there are several 
organizations in the city which gladly 
make provisions for men who cannot 
afford to pay for a night’s lodging. 
The objection is sometimes made that 
the unemployed who prefer to sleep in 
churches will not accept “ charity,’ .but 
it is a question whether it is more hon- 
orable to take possession of a’ church 
according to the rules of the *‘ squatter.’” 

During the Winter of 1914-15 the writer 
visited the bread lines night after night, 
and the men on these bread lines were 
interviewed, to find out where they came 
trom, what they expected to do in Néw 
York City, and what their previous ex- 
periences had been. It was discovered 
that a very large percentage of the un- 
employed in New York City at’ that 
time had had their railroad fares paid 
by the authonities in near-by towns 
an? cities, and even by those in the more 
remote cities, so that New York was 
very largely filled up by non-resident 
unemployed. t 

These men could not be fairly handled 
with justice to the bona fide New York- 
crs who were out of jobs, and the ex- 
perience demonstrated, among other 
things, that the organizations which had 
day-by-day contacts with the poor in 
the tenements of New York were, most 
effectively organized to take care of the 
distress Which unemployment engen- 
dered.

Deductions allowed income tax payers 


have resulted in many errors in the re- 


turns, according to the Buréau of In- 
The errors have been 


omitted, and other items that are not 
Many 
persons have not. yet learned that de- 


ductions for personal, living or family 


expenses are expressly prohibited and 


that the principal deductions allowed are 
for business expenses. 


In computing net income the revenue 


act provides that there shall be allowed 
as deductions from gross income all the 


ordinary and necessary expenses paid or 
incurred in the taxable year in carrying 
on any trade, business, profession or vo- 
cation. Typical expenses of a mercantile 
establishment, which the bureau cites, 
are amounts paid for advertising, hire of 
clerks and other employes, rent, light, 
heat’ and water, telephone, insurance, 
delivery expenses, the cost of operating 
delivery wagons and motor trucks and 
incidental repairs to such vehicles. The 
expenses of a manufacturing business 
include labor, raw materials, supplies, 
repairs, light and heat, power, selling 
cost and similar charges. 
Professional men’s expenses, which 
seem to have been a great. source of 


perplexity, include, the bureau explains, 


the cost of supplies used in practice, ex- 
penses paid in the repair and operation 
of an automobile used in professional 
calls, dues to professional societies and 
subscriptions to professional journals, 
office rent, the expense of fuel, light, 
water and telephone used in such of- 
fices and the hire of assistants. 

Traveling men, working on a salary or 
a commission, aré allowed to deduct cer- 
tain business expenses. Railroad farés, 
meals and lodging are regarded as rea- 
sonable and necessary expenses. <A 
traveling man working on salary with- 
out reimbursement for traveling ex- 
penses or employed on a commission 
basis with no expense allowance may 
deduct his. expenses for meals and lodg- 
ing in an amount in excess of the or- 
dinary cost for such living expenses 
when at home. If he receives a salary 
and is repaid for actual traveling éx- 
penses he must include as gross income 
an amount equal to the ordinary ex- 
pone for meals and lodging when at 

ome, as such amount is held to be ad- 
ditional compensation to the taxpayer. 
Payment for the use of a sample room 
for the display of goods is a business ex- 
pense under the regulations. 

Deductions allowed garmers include all 
amounts paid in the production, harvest- 
ing and marketing of crops, including 
labor, cost of seed and fertilizer used, 
cost of minor repairs to farm buildings 
other than the dwelling, fences, and ma- 
chinery. and of small tools-which are 
used up during the course of the year. 

The bureau explains these general 
conditions affecting deductions: 

‘‘ Taxpayers frequently make the mis- 
take of claiming as deductions expendi- 
tures for articles more or less _ per- 
manent in character or for permanent 
improvement of their property. In the 
case of the ousiness man they include 
claims for the erection of new build- 
ings or installation of machinery. A 
farmer claims as a deduction the cost 
of a new thrashing machine or tractor, 
or the expense of putting a new roof on 
his barn. Sutch deductions are’ express- 
ly disallowed by the revenue act, and 
are held-to be investment of capital.’’ 

Federal income tax. deductions for 
business expense or a disbursement or 
charge must have. certain qualities to be 
allowed, chief of which is that it must 
relate to a trade, business, profession 
r vocation ‘‘ carried on’”’ by the. tax- 
payer, in which he has invested his 
money for the purpose of livelihood or 
profit, according to a statement made 

ublic yesterday by the Bureau of In- 
ernal Revenue. 

A single transaction or a series of iso- 
lated transactions do not, according to 
the bureau’s rulings, ordinarily consti- 
tute trade or business. Although a tax- 
payer may carry on more than one busi- 
ness or trade, if he devotes sufficient 
time and attention to each enterprise, 
and may claim as deductions the busi- 
ness expenses of each, mere investment 
of capital is not sufficient to allow ‘such 
a claim. The bureau cites as an example 
@® manufacturer buying stock in a mine 
or oil well who visits the scene of opera- 
tion. The cost of his journey is not an 
allowable deduction. 

‘““The deduction,’’ says, 
statement, ‘‘ must be a 
pense,’ and not ‘an investment of 
capital.” Amounts expended for the 
erection of new buildings, installa- 
tion of machinery and the purchase 
of toois or implements of perma- 
nent value do not constitute business 
expenses, beng merely a change in the 
form of capital and not a reduction of 
wealth. Expenditure for property which 
is used up in the course of the year may 
be deducted as a business expense. 

‘The law provides for the deduction 
as a business expense of ‘a reasonable

Such claims are subject: to 
careful scrutiny by the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue, and to be allowed must 
conform strictly to the wa ling of the 
statute. The test of ded, \tibility is 
whether the amounts paid @ire reason- 
able, and whether they are, in fact, 
purely for personal services. 

‘Claims for deductions for salary 
payments are allowed only when the 
compensation is ‘for services actually 
a ia and for no other considera- 

on. 

** Each year’s returns, both as to gross 
income and _ deductions  therefroin, 
should be complete in itself, and tax- 
payers are expected and required to 
make every reasonable effort to ascer- 
tain the facts necessary to make a cor- 
rect return. Expenses, Habilities and 
deficits paid or incurred in 1919 or prior 
years for which no deductions were 
claimed in the return for those years 
carinot be included in the 1920 return. 
Losses by thefts or embezzlement sus- 
tained in one year and discovered in 
another are deductible only for the year 
of their ‘occurrence.’’

CANNOT WRESTLE FOR YEAR 


Right Arm and Shoulder of Former 
Champion Are Affected— A Re- 


currence of Previous Trouble. 
/ 


OMAHA, Neb., Jan. 14.—Joe Stecher, 
former heavyweight wrestling cham- 
pion, who lost his title to Ed (Strangler) 
Lewis a month ago, is suffering from a» 
stroke of paralysis in his right arm 
and shoulder, according to an announce- 
ment today by Dr. Lee Edwards, an 
attending physician. 

Stecher |has been suffering from. a 
slight attack of paralysis for some 
time, according to a physician, but it 
did not. become serious until Stecher’s 


return from:New York last month. Since 
that time he has been under. the care 
of physicians. ; 
The paralysis, according to Dr. Ed- 
wards, is the result of a _headlock 
clamped on the champion some time 
ago, but did not become noticeable un- 
til’ after the match a month ago, at 
which time Stecher lost his title to 
Lewis by the headlock hold. Stecher’s 
fliness at this time is*‘attributed di- 
rectly by Dr. Edwards to the punish- 


‘tment. inflicted. by Lewis. 


According to the announcement of the 
physician, Stecher will be unable to re- 
enter the wrestling game for at least 


ja year. 


Many Times a Victim. 


The disability of. Stecher as a result 
of applications of the headlock, follow- 
ing closely on ‘the recent experience of 
Wladek Zbyszko after his: bout with 
Lewis, raises’the question as to whether 
or not this hold should not,be put in 
the same _ category as the famous 
‘“ strangle ’’ hold of other days. Zbyszko 
was confined to a local hospital after 
his most recent bout with Lewis and for 
a time it was feared that he would be- 
come blind as a result of the pressure 
to which his head was subjected during 
the bout. 

Stecher has peen in the vice of the 
headlecike on numerous occasions. Within 
the past! fifteen months the Nebraska 
grappler has engaged in three bouts 
with Lewis in this city, winning two and 
losing the last one, which also cost him 
His world’s championship title. He had 
engaged in other bouts with the Califor- 
nian prior to the three mentioned. On 
Nov. 3, 1919, the two met at Madison 
Square Garden in one of the matches to 
a finish arranged by Promoter Jack Cur- 
ley, to determine, by elimination process, 
a champion. Stecher won in 1 hour and 
31 minutes, but before he gained the de- 
cision he had to escape from six head- 


him out of the tournament. j 

After winning the title by victories 
over Lewis, Zbyszko and Caddock, 
Stecher granted Lewis a return match, 
which was held on ,April 16 last at the 
Seventy-first Regimént Armory. It was 
generally recorded as one of the most 
spectacular, and at the same time most 
gruelling, bouts ever held in this city. 
For three hours and four minutes it was 
a case of the Stecher scissors hold 
against the Lewis headlock. Several 
times during the bout Stecher was in 
the grip of app..rently unbreakable head 
holds, but he managed to escape. Once 
e was on the verge of defeat, and was 
saved when Lewis, holding a vicious 
headlock, forced ‘the Nebraskan under 
the ring ropes. Just before the finish 
Lewis applied five successive: headlocks 
and appeared to bea certain ‘winner, 


throwing his opponent ‘and applying a 
scissors hold which gained him the vic- 
tory. : 

Their Final Meeting. 


The final meeting of the two heavy- 
weights, was on Dec. 13 last, at the

bo lasted one hour and forty-two 
minutes before Stecher was forced to the 
mat, exhausted from a series of this 
peculiarly punishing hold. In the early 
part of the bout Stecher was generally 
able to escape the Lewis clutch, but he 
was caugh@ twice in the vice-like grip. 
In the last few minutes Lewis applied 
seven headlocks in quick succession and 
gradually wore down his opponent until 
the exhausted Stecher was unable to 
withstand the gruelling attack.

Sitting at the ringside in the Garden 
one night when Lewis was applying the 
headlock to Wladek Zbyszko, Stecher 
showed his respect for the hold which 
may put a_ premature end to. his 
wrestling activities. 

‘“‘Tt* is a terrible feeling when that 
headlock is applied,’’ remarked Stecher. 
“You. hear the crowd shouting and 
suddenly all is quiet as the arm covers 
ene ear and the other is forced against 
your opponent’s body. Then the press- 
ure starts in. The cheek bones-seem to 
be forced toward each other, the eyes 
seem to be bulging out and you think 
your head is about to burst. Pain fot- 
lowse-the earlier sensation and_ the 
longer the hold lasts the more painful 
it is. No other sensation in the world 
is like that which results from the head- 
lock.’’

‘Mittingrs iniieube’ Ways to Keep out 


yee Forbidden: Feathers. 


In ‘a report to the Millinery Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States at 
its annual meeting held yesterday ‘at 
the Hotel Astor the Plumage Commit- 
tes of that organization described its 
efforts to prevent the entry into this 
country of. forbidden feathers. To at- 
tain this object a bill was introduced 
pt the present session of Congress which 
would place the proof of legitimate 
ownership not on the Government but 
upon the’ possessor. 
committee stated in its report, ought to 
limit the amount of plumage brought into 
this country contrary to the law. It 
was pointed out that legitimate busi- 
ness is suffering from this unlawful 
traffic. No legislation 18 aimed at the 
wearing of paradise and other feathers 
farbidden to be imported, because of the 
effect it might have on the sale of imi- 
tation plumage. 

The committee also deciared its in- 


tention of asking Congress for moré 
léniency in the resent regulations 
governing the entry of feathers from 
so-called ‘food birds.” The present 
law, it was explained, is an anomaly, 

since it permits the importation of the 
carcass when pre <p of feathers and 
therefore does nothing to preserve wild 
life. An investigation will be made by 
the committee to ‘learn the extent of 
bird domestication in foreign countries, 
with the idea of making supplies of 
plumage available that are not now per- 
mitted entry in the interests of pre- 


serving wild life.
